Seaport City Threatens in Vain 
to Gain Delay in Measure; 
Law Is Effective Dec. 
31, 1908. 


Montgomery, Ala., Nov. 19.—[Special.]— 


“ prohibition list on Dec. 31, 1008. This ac- 
tion was taken despite strenuous efforts of 


Mobile women to save the saloons for a time. 


The threat of the Home Rulers“ of Mobile to 
secede from the state if deprived at their 
liquor was also treated with contempy. 

The scene in the senate chamber was an 
pxciting one. Its equal has not been wit- 
nessed since the daye when the confederate 
congress held its sessions in the same hall. 

Hundreds of women from all over the state 
thronged the gallery: White ribbons flut- 
tered everywhere. School children wearing 
the W. C. T. U. badge crowded the corridors 
and pleaded with the lawmakers as they 
entered the chamber. 


“Anti-Dry” Crowd in Cold. 
Members of the Mobile delegation were 
conspicuous by the coldness of the recep- 
tion given them on all sides. Supporters of 
prohibition pushed them aside with never 


the senate gallery no seats were left for 
them. They were hidden from the view of 
the senators on the floor, and their voices 
were drowned in the uproar made by the 
white ribbon wearers. ~° 
~ Earty in the day. tears were expressed that 
the bill would not receive the two-thirds 
vote necessary to pass it, as this legislation 
was not included in the governor’s call for 
the special session of the legislature now be- 
ing held. 

this fear was dispelled by the pledges 
of support for the bill given by the upper 
house men. And enthusiasm knew no bounds 
when it became known that Gov. Comer 
would sign the bili as soon as it was laid be- 
fore him. 


Dramatic Scene in Senate. 

When the bill was called up Senator Ham- 
burger from the Mobile district read a tele- 
gram he had just received from M. J. McDer- 
mott, president of the Bank of Mobile and 
head of the Home Rulers” of that city. 
It was as follows: 

* * Unless the ant!-prohibitionists win today 
| please give notice that Mobile is prepared to 
secede from the state of Alabama, organize 
home government, and cease to be dominated 
by our country cousins whose efforts to para- 
lyze Mobfle will not be tolerated,” 

The senator's words were heard in silence. 
The vote proceeded and as the result was 
announced the women began to sing Praise 
God, from Whom All Blessings Flow.“ In- 
stantly the senators rose to their feet and 
joined in the singing, while the Mobic dele- 
gation retreated in haste. 

Why Mobile Fought Hill. 

The resistance to the measure by the Mo- 
bile people arose from the fact that the 
schools of that city are supported mainly 
by the saloon licenses. The loss of this rev- 
enue, it was contended there, would increase 
other taxes or cripple the school system. 

When it was seen that the prohibition 
movement was too strong to be stopped, the 
Mobile people wanted a compromise. The 
bill as passed in the house set the day for 
the application of the new law as Oct. 1. 
1908. Mobile wanted it changed to Jan. 1. 
1910, to change ita tax system. 

The senate gave the Home Rulers” three 
months, making the law applicable Jan, 1, 
1900. The house will accept the amendment, 
and when this is done Gov. Comer will/put 
his seal of approval on the measure. 6 


Anti-Saloon 1 e Busy. 

East St. Louis, II., Nov. 19.—[Special.J— 
At the second day's session of the Illinois 
Anti@aloon Jeague the custom of stop- 
ping carriages in funeral processions at 
saloons was attacked by the Rev. John 
F. Harmon of East St. Louis. He said 
it had been the practice for drivers to 
stop the hea and funeral procession in 
front of almost all the saloons on the way to 
a cemetery for the purpose of watering the 
fiorses, but really for the purpose of quench- 
ing the thirst of the occupants of the car- 
r . He said the work of the Anti-Saloon 
league was beginning to show results, as 
nowadays nearly all the carriages went 
straight to the cemetery and stopped at sa- 
loons only on the,way home. 

It was the opinion of the delegates that 
many counties Would be carried for local 
option next spring. George D. Conger of 
Chicago told of the achievements of the 
league the last year in Illinois. 

Busch Closes Dance Hall. 

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. .19.—[Special.}—The 
Budweiser garden, for four years the most 
notorious dance hall, theater, and saloon in 
Belleville, III., a suburb, was closed last mid - 
night by orders from Augustus Busch.

Escapes Harm in Coach in Which 
Eight Others Are Injured. 


SMOKING CAR TURNED OVER. | 


Railroad Officials Decline to Talk of 
Cause of Collision. 


Eight persons are known to havé been im- 
jured, many others were shaken up con- 
siderably, and still others had remarkable 
escapes in a collisign between the Waukegan 
express ang a Barrington suburban train 
on the Chicago and Northwestern road at the 
Hunting: avenue station shortly before 6 
o'clock last night. 

The accident occurred almost directly in 
front of the station depot, on a T1 switch 
track used by the Waukegan train in switch- 
ing from the outside to the middle track. The 


Waukegan train, running at the rate of thirty 


miles an hour, crashed into the smoking 

of the local train, which was the first coach 

behind the baggage car. 

The impact of the collision overturned the 
smoker on its side, and caused several 
coaches of the express to be telescoped. All 
the injured were in the smoking car of the 
local,

President Busse Eecapes Harm. 

Among the passengers of the local train 
who escaped injury was William Busse, pres- 
ident of the county board. Mr. Busse, who 
Ives at Mount Prospect, was on his way to 
his home. He heard the express train thun- 
dering behind and anticipating the collision 
jumped to safety on the station platform, 
just before the engine of the fast train plowed 
into the car in which he had been sitting. 

Blame for the collision could not be placed, 
but it is believed to have been caused by the 
engineer of the Waukegan train running past 
the stop. signal, which officials of the road 
declare was placed against it. Richard See- 
gren, the switchtender at that point, refused 
to tell whether he guve the right of way to 
the express or the local, declaring he had 
made a report to his superiors. Officials of 
the company, who were soon on the scene 
supervising the removal of the wreckage, 
were also reticent about the matter. 


_ Crash Occurs at Station. 

The local train was just slacking up to stop 
at the Hunting avenue station when the ex- 
press struck it. To this fact many of the 
passengers owe their lives, declaring that 
they heard the express train coming behind 
. them at a furious rate of speed, and knowing 
of thé switch track at that point jumped to 
safety. 

Had the express crashed into one of the 
other coaches occupied by the women passen- 
gers many persone would have been killed.

her. The attack occurred during a dispute 
at their residence, 100 Evanston avenue. 

Mrs. Duffy was taken to the home of her 
mother, Thirty-fifth and Morgan streets, and 
last night had not decided whether to have 
her husband arrested for assault or begin 
divorce proceedings. 

Lieut. Duffy is at the Alexian Brothers’ 
hospital, where he was taken by the Sheffield 
avenue police after he Had been found 
wandering about the streets near his home 
early yesterday morning. Word of his 
suspension was taken to the policeman in 
the hospital by Capt. Kane, at the request 
of Chief Shippy. 

Patrolman Finds Duffy. 

It was 2 o’clock in the morning when Pa- 
trolman Sheehan of tne Sheffield avenue sta- 
tion noticed a man standing at Halsted street 
and Diversey boulevard. | 

“If you are looking for me I'll go with 
vou,“ the man told the policeman, and then 
he explained that he was Lieut. Duffy and 
had had some trouble with his wife. 

Policeman Sheehan noticed that Duffy’s 
face was bleeding from several cuts, and sug- 
gested he go to a drug store. Instead, the 
lieutenant asked that he be taken to the Alex- 
ian Brothers’ hospital. The Sheffield avenue 
ambulance was called and he was taken to 
the hospital. 

Shortly after the ambulance had left with 
its burden Mrs. Duffy rushed into the sta- 
tion, her face cut, her hair loose, and her 
clothes torn, 

„My husband tried to shoot me,“ she told 
Sergeant Otto ru. “and I'm afraid he 
will kill me.”’ 

She told the policeman that her husband 
had been drinking, and when she remon- 
strated with him he struck her and attempted 
to draw his revolver.

UNKNOWN RIGHTS 
SOLD FOR A SONG. 


Tadpole Ditch Commissioners. 
Admit That They Granted 
Property Rights by 
Guess. 


DAM AND RIVERS, $2,200, 


Legislative Committee Learns 
Lease Was Made Without 
an Investigation and 
Drawn Loosely. 


The Miinois and Michigan canal commis. 
sioners have granted extensive rigtits for an 
insignificant sum and with only a most indef- 
mite idea of what the rights were Morth to the 
state. Neither did they even know what the 
grantees proposed to do with the rights. 

As a result, a reasonable probability that 
the state is about to lose the services of the 
guardians of the tadpole ditch is begin- 
ning to develop. The evidence given before 


the legislative investigating committee points 
that way. 


Admit They Are Uninformed. 

Before Commissioner Clarence E. Snively 
and former Commissioner W. R. Newton had 
finished answering the questions asked by 
Attorneys W. A. Meese and Merritt Starr 
yesterday afternoon they had admitted that 
the canal board did not have anything more 
than a hazy idea of what it was doing when 
it handed over state property to Harold F. 
Griswold and Charles Monroe, who trans- 
ferred the rights to the Economy Light and 
Power company. 

The generosity of the commission was H- 
lustrated by Mr. Starr, who had Mr. Snively 
admit that the commissioners have contract- 
ed to give the lessees rights which they have 
no authority to confer. 


Make Grants Beyond Their Powers. 

They gave the company the right to dam 
the Desplaines river, to deflect water from 
the Kankakee river into the Desplaines and 
to dredge the Illinois river, all of which 
grants, as Mr. Snively admitted, have no 
force or effect as coming from the canal 
commissioners. 

They gave Mr. Griswold and his associates 
a twenty year lease on state property with an 
option of renewal for anather twenty years, 
and when Mr. Starr asked Mr. Snively if he 
did not know that a grant of this sort auto- 
matically perpetuated the option and made 
it eternal, he said that this was not his 
idea of the contract, but that it had been 
drawn.by the counsel for the commission -— 
he supposed it was all right. 

They pronounced the land which they sold 
and the rights which - they lease@ as being 
unfit for any state uses and so described 
them in the agreement.

They 
had talked with some engineers in casual 
conversation of a general sort,“ and they had 
mentioned the matter to Mr. Griswold and 
his associates. Mr. Snively said the lessees 
had agreed to take care of the deep water- 
way project.“ 

Mr. Starr wanted tq know what was meant 
by that, and Mr. Snively said they were to 
build the dam so that the stream still could * 
be used for deep waterway purposes. 

1 don’t find any such stipulation in the 
lease or agreement,” said Mr. Starr, and Mr. 
Snively said it had been agreed to orally. 

They had put a price of $2,200 on the privi- 
leges and rights which they gave Griswold. | 
but Mr. Starr was entirely unsuccessful in- 
his efforts to discever how they had arrived 
at this sum. 


Lessees Unknown to Board. 
Both Snively and Newton said that they did 
not know either Griswold or Monroe, had 
never seen them before an application was 
made for the privileges, did not know what 
they wanted to do with the rights beyond 
knowing in a hazy fashion that they wanted 
to develop water power, did not require a 
bond of them for the fulfillment of any ob- 
ligatione entered into by the lessees. 

Mr. Starr brought out the fact that the 
commissioners have given the lessees the 
right to flood the towpath, and the ninety | 
foot strip and then found out that the land 
was used for the towpath, for storage pur- 
poses, and for the residences of the towpath 
walkers.

The reply was that it had been 
sold for the good of the state, by publie 
auction and that to the best of the commis- 
sion’s knowledge it did not carry any riparian 
rights. 

Mr. Snively and Mr. Newton were the only 
witnesses examined during the days sessions 
of the committee and both are likely to be .

Fear Abuse of Bankers“ Scheme.“ 

Fears have been expressed that H an asset 
currency is authorized and the tax is not 
made high banks will issue these notes and 
use the money thus obtained to retire their 
national bank circulation. This national 
bank circulation is not as profitable as many 
people imagine. 

It is necessary to buy government bonds 
at a premium, and this premium wipes out 
the interest for a number of years usually, 
go that it is often a question with bankers 
whether the present circulation is profitable 
or not, except, of course, in conditions like 
those of today when there is an enormous 
demand for money. 

It might be possible for a bank to retire its 
national bank circulation by the issue of 
asset notes requiring no specific securities. 
The government bonds thus released could 
be used as security for United States de- 
posits, and this transaction unquestionably 
would be much ‘more profitable than any 
possible note issue under the present system. 


Government’s Power Shown. 

There is one thing which the present emer- 
gency has shown clearly, and that is that 
the United States government, if prop- 
erly authorized by law, might, of itself, 
provide an elastic system which would in- 
crease and decrease the currency of the 
country within certain limits. 

The president and Secretary Cortelyou had 
to resort to a law which was never in- 
tended to meet any such emergency as that 
which now exists. 

The spirit of the law has been violated be- 
cause @ grave emergency existed; and the 
United States government will consider $3,- 
000,000 in interest well spent if the certifi- 
cates of indebtedness put a stop to all danger 
of panic. : 

It might be possible, however, for congress 
to provide a fund of $100,000,000 or $200,000,- 
000 to be deposited by the secretary of the 
treasury, under proper safeguards, with na- 
tional banks when they needed it, and 
drawn out again when the necessity for 
money disappeared. 

This, in fact, is a suggestion made by 
Secretary Shaw just before his retirement

NEW YORK GRAND JURY HEARS

Public Would Subscribe, and 
$2,000,000 of New Issue 
Could Have Been Sold. 


Over $2,900,000 of the new government cer- 
tificates of indebtedness could have been 
sold yesterday without any trouble by As- 
sistant Treasurer William Boldenweck if he 
had been supplied with the collateral. — 

From the time the subtreasury opened in 
the morning until it closed for the day there 
were constant inquiries by persons who 
wanted to buy the new 8 per cent certifi- 
cates in denominations of all the way from 
$50 to $50,600. 

Most of the offers for the certificates of 
indebtedness were received by mail, there 
being nearly 100 letters. There were five or 
six bids for $50,000 worth of the securities, 
a great many for $5,000 and $10,000, and sev- 
eral for 61,000. Eight or ten were for $25,000. 


Individuals Want Bonds. 


Mr. Boldenweck said they all were from 
individuals and that not more than one or 
two banks had asked for the certificates. 
He considered it was an encouraging sign 
that the proffers came from individuals and

Among the peo 3 inquired at the 
window were a num of women, Some 
of the men brought their money. One man 
who wore a fur overcoat and might have 
been a stock dealer from the yards from 
his appearance drew a leather sack from 
one of his pockets and placed it on the 
counter while he talked with Cashier Rus- 
sell. It contained several hundred dollars in 
gold that he wished to exchange for the 
certificates.

Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 19.—[Special.J— ; 
There was a skeleton at the feast of the Com- 
mercial club tonight when the members gath- 
ered for their thirteenth annual banquet, | 
James J. Hill, head of the Great Northern 
railway, pointed out the specter of desola- 
tion and ruin which he said is ready to stalk: 
through the country unless men in high 
places qult tearing the fabric of credit by 
“ denouncing all corporations.“ 

Some of the corporations, especially rail- 
roads, said Mr. Hill, were public benefactors 
and should nat be classed among evildoers. 
The work of the railroads should not be 
stopped by lack of confidence on the part of 
the investing public. As soon as the people 
get frightened, according to Mr. Hill, they 
quit buying railroad securities, thus keeping 
money out of the reach of the carriers, whose 
policy, he declared, was to use the people’s 
money for the benefit of the people. 

People Must Pay for Lines. 

Mr. Hill said American, railroads carry 
passengers and freight cheaper than those 
of any other country and paid more re- 
turns on their capitalization. But the coun- 
try. he said, needed more ‘avenues of 
commerce ’’—about $1,650,000,000 worth a 
year—and unless the people put up the 
money they could not get the extensions of 
rail lines, which, he said, would do more 
for the country than anything. else. 

The man who built the Great Northern 
line said the railroad men of this country 
had a right to be proud of their record and 
to resent the criticism of them based on 
naught but ignorance. 

Confiscatory legislation, Mr. Hill said, 
existed in 170 recent enactments by more 
than twenty states. The consequence of 
these laws to the railroads and through 
them to the price of the things we eat 
and wear, has made the whole nation 
shiver.“ 


Wants Regulated Regulation.“ 

Regulation of carriers, said Mr. Hill, 
Was proper and right,’ provided it was of 
the right kind. The rights of the carriers, he 
asserted, must be respected and their exist- 
ence must not be jeopardized through legis- . 
lative folly. o 

In closing his speech, Mr. Hill said: 
| “ Before we again realize a favoring dis- 
position to invest there must be a different 
temper, a larger view of justice, a better ap- 
preciatior. of what the railroads of the United 
States have done and are doing, as compared 
with those of the rest of the world, and a 
settled policy of fair and reasonable liberal 
treatment, and protection for the future. 

It is time for the whole country to sober 
down and think out the problems hefore it. 
They are serious enough to call for its best 
and most earnest effort. They gre vitel 
enough to engage the most generous pa- 
triotism.” 
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LEWIS CALLS LAWYER LIAR 
AND IS CHEERED BY AUDIENCE 


Head of Mail Order Bank Scheme Rails 
at Government Attorney and Excites 
Courtroom. 1

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 19.—During the trial 
of Edward G. Lewis, ¢harged with having 
used the mails.to defraud in the organization 
of the People's United States bank, Lewis 
was mercilessly cross examined by ester 
P. Krum, counsel for the government. 

When Attorney Krum asked the witness 
why he had transferred his house and lot in 
University Heights to his wife for a consid- 
eration of $1, when several thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of University Realty and Devel- 
opment company bonds were secured by the 
property. Lewis sprang from the witness 
chair and with fists clenched in the intensity 
of his anger he exclaimed: 

“That is a deliberate lie of you and the 
rest of your bunch! The mortgage and bonds 
were paid up before the transfer was made, 
and I have been fighting for two years to 
nail that lie before a jury of my countrymen. 
This is the first time that you have dared to 
come out in the open with it, and it will be 
the last time. I did transfer my home to my 
wife, but not until I had paid the so-called 
$50,000 loan with interest.“ 

Attorney Krum remained silent until Lewis 
had finished his vehement declarations, and 
then, turning to Judge Carland, he said: 1 
suppose this kind of procedure is satisfactory 
to your honor? 

Tou are conducting the examination,” 
quietly replied the court, and you told the

SHIPPY LIKES THE PLAN. 


Says Threatening Letters Have. 
Been Sent to Mayor Busse 
and Himself.

The first members of the Mano Bianca, or 
White Hand “police force,“ were “‘ sworn 
in yesterday and started on their task of 
running down the suspected leaders of the 
Black Hand im Chicago. Twenty Italiane— 
peddlers, clerks, and laborers—were enrolled 
in the secret list of the new society by Stephen 
Malato, acting chief of police of the foes of 
the Black Hand. 

Only Mr. Malato and two other members of 
the executive committee of the society know 
who are the secret agents of its police de- 
partment.“ These men have the names of 
the eleven. Black Hand suspects and will 
watch their every move. . 

It is probable that the Chicago society will 
be the main branch of a national movement 
to rid the country of the Italian and Sicilian 
blackmalilers who have been using the Black 
Hand symbol to terrify their victfms. Letters 
and telegrams have been received from influ- 
ential Italians in New York and other citiés 
asking the object of the Chicago society and 
indicating a desire to codperate in the work. 


Chief Shippy Approves Plan. 

To secure the codperation of the police, 
Mr. Malato, John G. Garibaldi, Dr. Volina, 
and Dr. §. de Troni called on Chief Shippy 
and explained the scope of the movement to 
him. | 

The White Hand can find these criminale 
more easily than the police can and we will 
appreciate its efforts.“ Chief Shippy said, 
Mayor Busse has received a number of 
threatening letters. So have I, but as we 
think they were from cranks no attention has 
been paid to them.” 

The committee also called on Inspector 
Backus and Capt. Barcal at Chicago avenue 
station and asked that additional men be de- 
tailed in the north side Little Italy to 
assist the White Hand sleuths. This will be 
done. Inspector Wheeler was also asked to 
send two men into the south side Italian col- 
ony to keep track of a couple of men who 
are suspected of being implicated in the 
blackmailing plots. 


Only Trusted Men Employed. 

The White Hand police will be as secret as 
the bands that it is sought to stamp out. 
From the many Italian societies in Chicago 
that have joined the White Hand movement 
nearly 500 applications were received for 
places as secret agents.“ Only a few trpst- 
ed men were chosen, however, and twenty of 
these were selected for immediate duty. 

The police made little or no progress to- 
ward learning the identity of the slayer of 
Mariano Scardina, who was stabbed to death 
in his father’s saloon at 69 Oak street Mon- 
day. Seven Italians who were in the saloon 
at the time of the stabbing, includéng An- 
tonio Scardina, father of the murdered man, 
were held by the police and questioned by In- 
spector Backus, but without result. Each 
man said he did not see the stabbing. 

Guido Sabetta, Italian consul in Chicago, 
has asked his government to look up the 
records of four Black Hand suspects. It it 
is found that they are former convicts they 
will be arrested and turned over to the fed- 
eral government to be deported.

Mr. Healy said he had received information 
do the effect that the milk trust in Chicago is 
a fact, and if upon investigatſon this is shown 
to be true,.criminal prosecutions will Be in- 
stituted against the dealers who are mem- 
bers of the combine. 

The information which the state's attorney 
will use came to him in the form of a letter 
in which it was pointed out that if the 
uniformity with which the retail price of 
milk was boosted does not prove the exist- 
_ ence of a combine for the regulation of prices, 
the fact at least is worthy of a searching in- 
quiry. 

Will the information have be used 

evidence if the existencd of a milk trust 
is found to be a fact?“ Mr. Healy was asked. 

“If we reach that point, the information 
can be used for evidence,” saſd he. 

“TI have not yet looked into the matter, 
having just received the information. I shall 
begin an immediate investigation and if a 
trust is found to exist I shall institute crimi- 
nal proceedings against the combine. Trusts 
are illegal and it is my business to prosecute 
any that may exist.“

There isa feeling 
against gate receipts and semi- professional 
football in eastern colleges, too, and it would 
not be a matter of surprise to find next season 
that some of the big colleges will have at least 
one day's free playing game so their friends 
can come and see them without having to pay 
for it. In taking this stand againet admis- 
sion to games I am not taking a stand against 
football, for 1 like it and think it the leading 
American game.’

LONDON, Nov. 19.—When the case of Her- 
bert Druce, accused of perjury, came up be- 
fore Judge Plowden again today plaintiff's 
counsel, L. Atherley-Jones, reattempted to 
introduce a copy of the diary of Mary Rob- 
ineon, who says it recently was stolen from 
her on the street. Judge Plowden adhered 


to his ruling of yesterday and held the copy

Subsequently at Nottingham Druce con- 
feased he was the duke of Portland, and said 
he used the name Druce because he had 
been married twice under that name and had 
children by both wives. He said he had mar- 
ried below his station and had continued 
to use the name of Druce for family reasons. 
He sald the first marriage was a boy and 
girl marriage. 

Counsel for Herbert Druce then began to 
cross examine Miss Robinson, but after a 
few questions she fainted and the case was 
adjourned until Nov. 21.

ROME, Nov. 19.—Abbot Gaspuet, president 
of the English Benedictines, has arrived in 
Rome to undertake another revision of the | 
Vulgate, or St. Jerome's Latin of the 
bible. This matter has been int to the 
Benedictines by the vatican. 

The abbot had a long private audience with 
the pope today on the matterin hand. The 
pope realized the vastness of the undertaking 
Fand has authorised the abbot to associate 
With himself whatever scholars he would 
like. The researches are to be carried out ip 
all parts of the world. The abbot will select 
his assistants next week and it is his desire 
to have among them an American. He is not 
restricted to Catholics in his selection. 

The pope insists that the work be done in 
the most scientific way in order to convince 
Catholics as wéll as non-Catholics that this 
is a genuine attempt to discover the true 
basis of the text of St. Jerome. This attitude 
will prove, it is believed, that the vatican does 
not fear scientific discussion of the Vulgate.

Court of Appeals A firms Decision Deny- 
ing State Commission's Right to Re- 
fuse Western “Invaders” a License. 


Albany, N. T., Nov. 19.—{Special.]}—The 
Court of Appeals today affirmed the decision 
of the lower.court that the Empire City Trot- 
ting club has a right to a license for running 
races from the state racing commission. In 
its opinion the court tears down the fence the 
racing commission has built to protect the 
existing race tracks, through fixing noncon- 
flicting racing dates. The opinion says the 
racing commission has not the power to pre- 
vent interference in racing dates, so as to 
prevent competition between the various 
tracks, nor to secure any pecuniary benefit to 
any of them: 

What effect this decision will have upon the 
metropolitan racing situation cannot 
be foretold at this moment, but it 
was asserted during the controversy 
between the Jockey club and the 
western interests centering in the Empire City 
track that a victory in the courts for the Empire 
City people would result in a recommendation 
by the Jockey club that the racing commission 
suspend all turf operations in New York for one 
year. 

The reason on which this recommendation would 
be based, it was said, was that it would be for the 
best interests of the racing game in this section. 
Many turfmen look for such action in the near 
future, but the officials of the Jockey club are reti- 
cent in the matter.

He 
spoke of the possibilities of the Columbia 
river and ite tributaries in the northwest, and 
ald although the Pacific coast delegates 
Were ready to aid in the lakes to the gulf 
Geep waterway project they would ask for 


reciprocity from the peopie of the Miseiseipp! 
valley. 


Means Much to Oentral Valley. 


After referring to questions of irrigation in 
the west, President Loveland said: 

Think, for a moment, what the construe- 
tion of the great waterway from the lakes 
to the gulf will mean to the people of the . 
sissippi alley; think what the opening of t 
Missouri and the improvement of the Arkan- 
sas from Muskogee to ite confluence with the 
Mississippi will mean to the agriculture, the 
manufacturing, the mining, and the commer- 
cial interests of the transmississippi region. 

It requires no gift of prophecy to fore- 
tell the benefits which must flow from the 
completion of these great improvements, and 
we of the Pacific coast will rejoice with you 
of the middle west and south when you shall 
have come into this noble heritage. Not only 
will we rejoice at your good fortune, but will 
profit by it. 

“ So great will be the result of these im- 
provements, so stupendous the advantage 
derived from them, and 0 fer reaching the 
influence of them, it will not be difficult to 
incline the federal government to look 
favorably upon similar projects in other sec- 
tions and the improvement of our waterways 
connecting the great valleys of California, 
Oregon, and Washington with the Pacific 
ocean will speedily follow. 


Solve Question of Freight Rates. 


“The improvement of our rivers and har- 
bors will do moré toward regulating rates for 
freight and passenger traffic than many in- 
terstate commerce commissions ever can 
hope to do, although the work of that com- 
mission commands our respect and indorse- 
ment. Let us support these great projects 
and with their consummation another monu- 
ment will have been erected to the helpful 
influence of the transmississippi commercial 
congress. 

“In my ment, there is no more impor- 
tant matter before the American people today 
than that of developing and improving our 
rivers and harbors. Ours should be the task 
of molding public opinion; and let us find 
encouragement inethe thought, which tomy 
mind amounts to conviction, that even a cur- 
sory study of this subject will convince the 
most skeptical that in the whole range of in- 
dustrial ethics there will be found no way of 
expending public money that will be pro- 
Guctive of greater benefits to all of our peo- 
ple than will proceed from the development 
and improvement of our inland waterways.”

Brown, special examiner for the interstate 
commerce commission. H. Oliphant, a melon 
producer of Patoka, Ind., testified that for 
four years he sold hig crops to commission 
men and his net profit was $layear. This 
season he used the express companies and 
cleared $1,480 from the four acres planted in 
cantaloupes. 
The most telling blow to the commission 
men, who instigated the investigation, was 
@elivered by the same witness. He testified 


a commission house in Omaha, while he con- 
signed a similar kind and quantity of melons 
to the Welis-Fargo express agent at the 
same point. The commission house gave the 
grower 00 cents a basket for his melons, but 
paid the express agent 00 cents a basket for 
the eanteloupes consigned to him. 


Jobbers Lose a Point. 


Attorney Gaines, representing the Western 
Fruit Jobbers’ association, sought to have 
this testimony stricken from the record be- 
cause the witness would not give the name of 
the commission merchant at Omaha. Attor- 
neys for the companies prevented it, how- 
ever, by announcing the dealer's name would 
be furnished in an exhibit to be filed later. 

“I was always informed that my goods 
had reached the market a little too late to get 
good prices. If it wasn't that it was because 
the melons were too soft, although they were 
always inspected before shipment and were 
not on the road over twenty-four hours. My 
accounts show that for the four years I dealt 
with commission men I cleared just 4. This 
year I used the order and commission depart- 
ment of the Wells-Fargo Express company 
and cleared $1,480 off of four acres.” 


De Muth, a cherry grower living near 
Moines. He stated he had forty acres in 
cherry trees and for twenty years had used 
the express companies to dispose of his crop. 
Once, Mr. De Muth said, he contracted with 
a commission house to handle the crop, but 
it proved too great a task and he was forced 
to fall back on the express companies. 
Besides the growers there were several 
witnesses from among the officials of the 
expreas companies. A. T. Payne, superin- 
tendent of the Wells-Fargo company at 
Oklahoma City, testified the order and com- 
mission business proved more beneficial to 
the producer than the company, and declared 
that without it the small grower could not 
exist. The hearings will be convluded today.

THE PRICE OF MILK. | 
An increased price of milk affects eveiy 
householder and is resented by nearly all. 
Milk is one of the necessaries of life. The 
poorer families cannot reduce their con- 
sumption, for they have not been taking 
more than they absolutely need. They 
will have to pay the higher price and 
pinch somewhere else. 

Matters which affect the people less 
directly and intimately have been offi- 
cially investigated. Some competent au- 
thority should take up the milk question 
in order to ascertain how far the advance 
in price is warranted. It has been said 
that there is a milk trust which regulates 
prices’ to suit itself. If the existence of 
a trust can be proved there will be a 
basis for a prosecution. If.it shall ap- 
pear that there is no trust, and that the 
dealers are making no more than a fair 
profit, relief will have to be sought in an- 
other direction. 

The dealers say the farmers are asking 
more for their milk because of the scarcity 
of fodder. They also say that the farmers 
have been going out of the dairy busi- 
ness because there is more profit in crop 
raising and that that has made milk 
scarce. One would like to know the crops 
which the Illinois and Wisconsin farmers 
who have been supplying Chicago with 
milk have found so profitable that they 
have given up a lucrative business. These 
explanations of the milk dealers ought to 
be looked into. 2 

It is alleged that the milk which costs 
the Chicago consumer 8 cents a quart 
costs the company of which he buys it 
about 8% cents. Tlie question is, how 
much of the difference goes to pay the 
cost of delivering the milk to consumers. 
If that were known it would be possible 


to tell whether the company’s profit is 


- 


excessive. 
Consumers should have none but pure 
milk. The health department is looking 
after their interests in that particular. 
Consumers should be protected against 
any combination of dealers bent on ex- 


acting. exorbitant prices. The public of- 


ficiala whose duty it is to give protection 
should investigate this matter of prices 
thoroughly to ascertain whether consom- 
ere are the victims of a trust or of tem- 


‘porary unfavorable local conditions. If 


a trust has been putting up the price of 
a necessary article of food expose it, 


| break it up, and punish all who have 


ebared in its infamous gains. 


THE PURE FOOD How. 
At a time when the nhtional govern

RAPID TRANSIT ON THE RIVER. 

Because it happens to be a few minutes 
after midnight it is not to be presumed 
by the officers of vessels going up or 
down the Chicago-river that street traffic 
has stopped, that everybody is home in 
bed, and that bridgetenders have no other 
duty than to swing a bridge at the whistle 
of a tug. The inexcusable presumption 
that led to the crash at the Clark street 
bridge should bring it home to the au- 
thorities that much more care is needed 
in traffic along the river than seems to 
have impressed itself on harbor masters 
and tugmen. 

The primary obligation imposed on every 
vessel should be that it should be sent up 
or down the river at a rate of epeed that 
keeps it under perfect control. Conditions 
may arise when it is not possible to swing 


whistle, especially when warning may not 
have been given in time to prepare for 
the passage of wagons and street cars. If 
the speed is kept down to a degree con- 
sistent with absolute control there should 
be no difficulty in aveiding a collision or 
escaping the risk of imperiling the lives 
of people on the structure. Bridges are 
expensive affairs and not to be left at the 
mercy of lake vessels regardless of, all 
other considerations.- If a vessel cannot 
be stopped in time to keep it from crash- 
ing into a bridge that has not been turned 
it is a fair conclusion that it. was travel- 
ing at a rate of speed which should not 
be permitted. 

When the number of bridges which span 
the Chicago river on the streets of the 
greatest traffic is taken into account the 
importance of the utmost care is manifest. 
There are those whose duty’ it is 20 see 
that euch care is taken and that the prop- 
erty of the city and the lives of the citi- 
zens are not put in jeopardy.

and.

Now, of course, if this fairy tale were true, 
the will made by old Thomas C. Druce as 
such, bequeathing his property to his young- 
er son, Herbert Druce, would be tnvalid, and 
in the event of the will being invalid. the 
bequest of all the Druce property to Her- 
bert Druce would become null and void. In 
one word, the real estate would go to the 
plaintiff as well as a large share of the per- 
sonal property. 

In order to prove the illegal character of 
Thomas Druce’s will it is necessary for the 
plaintiff to establish the fact that the testa- 
tor survived his alleged death, in the per- 
son of the fifth duke of Portland, and if he 
succeeds in doing that, which is out of the 
question, then he would naturally at the 
same time prove that the fifth duke of Port- 
land, who is on official record as having 
died childless, was his grandfather, and that 
he, as the eldest son of the eldest son of 
the duke, was entitled to the dukedom of 
Portland, and to the entailed estates’ which 
go with the peerage. 

The will of Thomas C. Druce having been 
admitted to probate many years ago, and 
the claimants to his property having failed 
to find any other means of securing a full 
judicial heating of their pretensions, on 
which they ‘have borfowed large sums of 
money, they have now, through the plaintiff, 
George Hollamby Druce, charged Herbert 
Druce with perjury in having sworn at the 
time of the~probate of his father’s will to 
the latter’s death in December, 1864, and 
as having seen him laid in the coffin. which 
the plaintiffs and their eccentric Staten Is- 
land witness insist contains nothing but 
lead.

All these stories of bogus burials and two 
fold personalities: have obscured the es- 
sential and conclusive circumstance that 
there is far too great a discrepancy of age 
to admit of Thomas Druce and the fifth duke 
of Portland being one and the same person, 
The duke was born in 1800, whereas T. C. 
Druce must necessarily have been born be- 
fore 1785, since he is shown by marriage cer- 
tificate and by other legal and official docu- 
ments of the same nature to have married 
in 1816. at the age of considerably over 30. a 
Miss Elizabeth Cricklan, the mother of his 
‘eldest children. 

Tom Druce was described as being at the 

time the owner of a prosperous drapery 
store, and to have been a man of such im- 
portance in the community that he was 
elected church warden, and a ber of all 
sorts of church committees in tat year. 
He held these positions, which would not 
have ‘been .accorded to a mere youth, until 
1820, when he made a sensational failure in 
business, calling for action of the courts. 
In the previous year—that is to say, 1819— 
land had reeeived his com- 
mission as er in the army, and in 1824 
was elected to pariiament, thus becoming a 
publte charagter. 
In $835 Thomas Druce had recovered suf- 
ficient money to found the London Baker 
street bazaar, in the management of which 
he was personally and actively engaged until 
in 1864 he succumbed to internal abscesses, 
after being operated upon for them by Sir 
William Ferguson and Dr. Edmund Shaw, 
the cage remaining impressed upon their 
memory, owing to tlie fact that one of the 
nurses assisting them in the operation gat 
a poisoned hand therefrom and died.

That the queen of Italy’s baby, born last 
week, should have been anothe rl instead 
of a boy, need cause no regret to the people 
of the land of her adoption. For the prin- 
eesses of the house of Savoy have from time 
immemorial been women of strong character, 
who have exercised a powerful influence 
upon the history of their times, and who 
have been a source of strength to the dy- 
nasty.

The Rev. Herbert 8. Johnson, pastor of 


the Warren Avenue Baptist church, Boston, 
and the Rev. Joseph Clark of the Congo mis- 
sion, spoke in behalf of the reform associa- 
tion. The former expressed an opinion that 
Prof. Starr was insincere and illogical in his 
articles and concluded by declaring if pro- 
duced: in court they would not convict a 
cat. 

To which Prof. Starr, having been informed 
of the clergyman’s statement, replied: 

“I did not intend them to convict a cat.”

Prof. Starr Issues Statement. 

Mr. Johnson also reiterated his charge that 
Prof. Starr had signed the petition sent to 
congress and of his consequent denial that he 
had attached his name to the petition. The 
professor yesterday admitte@ he had signed 
a petition and said he had erred when he 
declared he had not signed it. 

He issued a statement of his position, in 
which he confessed his mistake point blank, 
but cast a shadow of suspicion over the re- 
form association's methods. The statement 
follows: 

“I denied having signed this card. It is 
true I did sign it. I said I did not sign it. Itis 
true. I had forgotten I had signed it. How 
came I to sign it? I had been reading Congo 
Reform association literature and looking at 
the pictures of children with their hands cut 
off and under the influence of this material 1 
signed it. oe 

“I believed that this petition merely wishdd 
that congress should find out the conditions 
in the Congo Free State. Some days later I 
received a communication from Robert E. 
Parke, secretary of the Congo Reform asso- 
ciation, stating in effect that not having time 


4 to consult me he took the liberty of using my 


name as a member of the committee of 100 
who were directly to bring the matter to the 
attention of congress, .

„Objects to Use of Name. 

At about the same time I received and 
read a carefully prepared document in which 
the Congo Reform association presented 
legal grounds on which the. United States 
government would be justifiedin intervening 
in the affairs of the Congo Free State. While 
my sympathy and approval would be with a 
protest against cruelty I was and am thor- 
oughly opposed to the interference of any 
government in the internal affairs of another 
sovereign state. 

“The fact that my name had been used 
without consulting me—and as it proved in a 
way contrary to my views—made a far 
stronger impression upon my memory than 
the signing of an apparently harmless and 
nonpolitical card.“

A dignified, worthy, beautiful production 
Mr. Mantel! has given Shakspeare’s 7. 
“King John,“ which he presented at the 
Grand opera house Monday evening. This 
first of the master dramatist’s historical 
plays has been but rarely performed, and of 
fatter years has been totally neglected in 
this country. Mr. Mantell’s revival comes, 
therefore, not only as an event of dramatic 
interest but in the nature of a service to 
Shakespeare and to Shakespearean students. 
That he has accomplished the revival in the 
spirit of artistic good taste and moderation, 
has carefully preserved the text, making but 
few cuts in it, and that he has so drilled his 
company that, with a single exception, the 
performance is one not afone of competence 
but uncommonly satisfying, 
praise of his capabilities, and but serves 
further to prove him the conscientious, ambi- 
tious, and earnest artist and actor whom he 
long has been considered. | 

“King John” is not the best of the his- 
torical dramas of Shakspeare, and yet up to 
the second scene of the fourth aet—the in- 
forming of King John by Hubert that the 
young Arthur has not been murdered—the 
action interests and iseso filled with move- 
ment and animation that attention is held 
and kept keen. Then, however, the hold 
weakens, and the close is a distinct anti- 
climax. Especially is this the case When. 
as was done last evening, the first three 
scenes of the last act are omitted and the 
onlooker is jumped direct from the death 
of Arthur to the dying of the king. The 
outcome of the historical tangle is left whol- 
ly unexplained, and the.occurrences of the 
first acts are made to seem not particularly 
worth while. The audience was perplemed, 
and it was several minutes after the fall of 
what was the final curtain before people be- 
gan to bestir themselves and prepare for 
leaving the theater. The omission of the 
three scenes was due doubtless to a desire to 
complete the performance in comfortable 
season, but the procedure ig nevertheless to 
be regretted.

Mr. Mantell has supplied a production of 
unusual beauty. There 3 all the pageantry 
and pomp of majesty and war, but it is not 
permitted at any time to overshadow the 
dramatic values and meanings of the scene. 
The settings are exceptionally fine, the in- 
terlors being rich and substantial and of 
marked beauty in color and arrangement, 
and the exteriqrs—the castle walls, the ruins, 
the garden, the orchard—are gadmirable 
in arrangement and finely atmospheric in 
coloring and lighting. The costumes, too, 
are in the best of taste, and the whole per- 
formance moves with a smoothness, a pre- 
cision, and a pictorial perfectness that make 
it, in its entirety, one of the best and most 
satisfying Shakspearean productions put 
forward here in a long time. 

Mr. Mantell, as the weak and weakening 
King John, has a réle on which he expends 
his finest and maturest powers as actor and 
impersonator. He has -devised a remark- 
ably effective makeup for face and figure— 
one Which suggests the former ty and 
manly vigor of the king, and yet in and 
about the e and in the slightly hesitating 
gait and stooped bearing bétrays the weak 
will and the weakened physique of the de- 
eadent. There are ‘telling moments—big mo- 
ments in the part—an@® these Mr. Mantell 
handles with unfailingly technical skill and 
finésse and with more of directness and 
straight convincing power than he displays 
in any save his ablest characterizations. 
The defiance of the papal legate is splendidly 
done, and the first scene with Hubert, in 
which is done the plotting for the murder of 
Arthur, is the finest plece of work yet seen 
frém the actor.

O, I am so tired,” she iche. when the 
day’s ordeal was over. 

Today's story dealt with the first ac- 
quaintance of Mrs. Bradley with Brown, 
and told how tha acquaintance ripened into 
friendship and finally into love. It was a 
long and pathetic narrative of illicit affec- 
tion; of promises of marriage, which at first 
could be made only on the condition of di- 
vorce on both sides, and then of disappoint- 
ment and grief when both became free and 
could have been legally united if Brown had 
been willing. 


Introduced Her as His Wife. 


Mrs. Bradley gave the particulars of many 
pledges made to her, told how Brown had 


given his name to one of their children, and 


also of how he had aided her in no less than 


three criminal operations. 

She related also many pleasant incidents 
of their Wife together. She Wore a smile when 
she spoke of her pride in His intellectual at- 
tainments and told of their reading together 
the principal poets. She said that he told her 
over and over again that she was the only 
woman he ever had loved, and declared that 
by his manner towards her and his superior 
attainments he had gained a complete mas- 
tery over her. 

Mrs. Bradley told of Senator Brown's 
presenting her with a revolver in Pocatello 
in 1908. “ He told me,“ she sald in a mere 
whisper, that he had bought it for me

Kelley, in which she was represented as 
having said that if Brown did not acknowl- 
edge the paternity of her child she would 
“shoot him full of holes.“ She did not need 
such an acknowledgment, because she al- 
ready had it in his own handwriting. The 
note was shown, but not read. In Ogden a 
third child was born, Mrs. Bradley testified, 
but it did not live. 


Grew Wretched and Hopeless. 
Mrs. Bradiey said that her health gradually 


had failed during her relatione with Brown 


and that by 1906 she had grown to be wretch- 
ed. She was to have been married on June 2 
of 1906, but the senator was Ill then and she 
only talked with him over the telephone. 

Asked what she did after a conversation 
‘with Brown in May che said: ‘O, I don't 
know; I just cried. I hoped I would die and 
felt at times as if I should kill myself.“ 

When court adjourned Mra, Bradiey almost 
had completed her recita: of her relations 
with the former senator. She had not reached 
the events which occurred in Washington, 
but had approached them, and they will con- 
stitute the principal part of her testimony 
tomorrow.

EFFECT OF BIG BOND ISSUE. 


Premium for Currency Shows a Tend- 
ency to Advance. 


f 

Developments in the New York stock mar- 
ket yesterday and the day before clearly 
indicated that the short interest is a small 
one, and that the efforts of the government 
have not materially changed the situation. 

The size of the short interest was uncov- 
ered when, after an opening bulge of 3 or 
4 points on Monday morning, prices slowly 
receded. 
satisfy the short interest, and on 2 
day steady declines wiped out alb the 
vance created by a few frightened shorts 
and prices closed lower than on Saturday. 

So far as the popular effect of the presi- 
dent's action tn authorizing $150,000,000 new 
securities is concerned, it was largely in a 
quarter where it was not needed. The size 
of the amount of the securities to be created 
had a disturbing effect, for it made plain 
there was something wrong in the busi- 
ness situation or it would not have been 
necessary for the president to come to the 
rescue in such a manner. Again the treas- 
ury has an idle surplus of $227,000,000 piaced 
with the banks ($100,000,000 in New York)s 
and on top of that is seeking to borrow 
$150,000,000 more in order that it may not 
be forced to use any of its surplus. The 
reason for not using the surplus instead of 
borrowing money is the fear that it would 
further disturb financial conditions and the 
New York banks. Then it is also announced 


that practically the New York banks will 


not be expected to pay out any cash. They 
will subscribe for the bonds and certificates 
with the understanding that the purchase 
price be left with them. So in effect it has 
resulted in the New York banks being en- 
abled to borrow money from the government 
with which to pay for government bonds and 
stil; retain the purchase price as a deposit. 
All these features serve to emphasize rather 
than allay the public mind. It is a large ex- 
pansion of credit without a corresponding 
increase in reserve against it. 

If, however, the certificates can be sold 
abroad, they will bring in actual cash in- 
stead of credit, and thereby afford some 
actual relief. 


Currency Premium Advances. 


The premium offered for currency yester- 
day in Chicago was 2 and 3 per cent, 8 per 
cent being paid for a part of the purchases. 
This is 1 per cent higher than was bid the 
previous day. The offerings continue small, 
while the demand is still for large amounts. 
The local situation among the banks as a 
whole shows no change of consequence. Of 
Gepositors it can only be recorded that they 
feel better satisfied since the issuance of the 
clearing house checks, which have facilitat- 
ed the transaction. of business. 

Demands from the country vary. Some 
of the commercial banks which last week 
thought they were out of the woods find they 
are experiencing their heaviest calls. Some 
encouraging symptoms in the matter of of- 
ferings of gash from outside institutions 
when the embargo on currency should be 
lifted here have not been repeated in any 
volume. 


Liquidation by National Banks. 


The situation is and has been that the 
commercial banks have been forced to suffer 
the burden of withdrawals in deposits and 
shipments of cash. The state institutions, 
not having country bank accounts, have 
been able better to protect their deposits 
and resources because of being alle to use 
the thirty and sixty day notice in the case 
of savings deposits. Their commercial ac- 
counts have necessarily been drawn against 
liberally, but the drawers are mostly pa- 
trons of the banks, and it is easier to deal 
with such depositors and borrowers than to 
“pacify country Ks, which in turn have 
depositors of their ows clamoring for cur- 
rency. : 

State Banks’ Turn Later. 

The period of liquidation with the state 
institutions is yet to come. A great many 
notices of withdrawals have been given, and 
when the thirty and 60 day limit shall have 
expired, cash will have to bé paid to the de- 
positor in the event of his asking for it. 
Then, too, there may be some temptation for 
such saving depositors to buy the 8 per cent 
government certificates of indebtedness. It 
is certainly the savings deposit class that 
would buy such securities, but for the fact 
that they cannot withdraw their deposits to 
make the purchase. Should the bars be let 
down for that purpose, then the government 
would get the cash, and, in accordance with 
recent practice, the treasury department 
would deposit it with New York banks, leay- 
ing Chicago institutions to hold the bag 
in the matter of furnishing cash. 


As to Currency Resumption. 

While the banks would like to see the sit- 
uation change so that they might resume 
payments of currency, there are hecessarily 
two sides to the question. At present the 
state banks are in the better position to re- 
sume than the nationals, through no fault, 
however, of the latter. It is merely a matter 
of two kinds of banking business, each being 
equally necessary. It is probably reassuring 
to a great many depositors to look forward 
to an early date for the resumption of cur- 
rency payment. But should something hap- 
pen to change the situation then there would 
follow disappointment, and certain effort to 
get cash in payment of deposits. 

It is hardly an argument to say that there 
is nothing on the horizon now to interfere 
with cash payments at an early date. There 
was nothing on the horizon six weeks 
ago to suggest clearing house certificateg. 
And no fault could be found with the reason- 
ing of those who felt hopeful over the out- 
look. Nevertheless, the clearing house cer- 
tificates are here, and in addition the clear- 
ing hause checks, and both in larger volume 
than was ever known in the history of the 
country, based on percentage of such credits 
to total liabilities. The cash of the country, 
is sewed up tight from one end to the other— 
all after it had been supposed there was to 
be experienced nothing more than the usual 
fall money flurry.. 


Southern Indiana’s Year. 


The Southern Indiana railroad for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1907, barely held its own 
with the previous year. The surplus after 
all charges was $129,837, against a surplus 
the previous year of $138,270. The tonnage 
fell off materially, though the earnings per 
ton mile showed a large increase.
